CAIRO, — Egyptologists have un- 
earthed the world's oldest and most 
Intact mummy, 4,500 years old, Dr. 
Zaki Eskandar, a director at the 
Department of Archaeology, said 
here yesterday. . 

Egyptologist Ahmed Mouss2, who 
made the discovery, 24 kms, south 
of Cairo, said the mummy js that of 
an Egyptian musician called Nefre. 

He said the mummy had escaped 
the hands of thieves for 34 centuries 
and could be even more valuable 
historically and scientifically than 
that of the 3,000-year-old tomb of 
the boy Pharaoh Tutankhamen, dis- 
covered in 1922, 

Haphazard digging by an illiterate 
worker unearthed the mummy. Amm 
Rifai, the worker, mistakenly dug 
into a right-hand side sectlon of an 
old tomb at Sakkara, the annouace- 
ment said. 

The mummy escaped pillage be- 
cause it was buried in an “un- 
sacred” right-hand side place in the 
tomb, The sun god Ra had forbid- 
den Egyptians to bury thelr em- 
balmed bodies in right-hand places, 
according to an Egyptian belief. 

But Nefre (The Beautiful), a re- 
nowned musician, had asked his 
wife ‘Kinsu (The Moon) to disregard 
the writs of Ra and bury his mummy 
in a right-side spot within their 
tamb, apparentiy to mislead rob- 
bers. Kinsu herself was buried in 


the “sacred” left-side spot. Her 
mummy was never found in the 
tomb. 


‘Nefre was a favourite entertaiaer 
to King Nie Ossen-Ra, according to 
inscriptions on the walls of the 
tomb, He was so handsome that the 
King called him Nefre and married 
him off to Kingu. 

The mummy was discovered in- 
tact, and on its sarcophagur hiero- 
glyphic inscriptions read: “Musician 
'‘Nefre. Died in the sixth year of 
the reign of King Nie Ossen-Ra. He 
died in the first months in the 
‘Nile flood season.” 

Archaeologist Ahmed Moussa and 
several assistants and native work- 
ers from Sakkara have been digging 
around the step-pyramid of King 
Zoers in an attempt to trace side 


Tekoah blasts Syrian 
charges against Israel 


UNITED NATIONS (Reuter). 
Israel's Ambassador to the U.N, 
Mr. Yosef Tekoah, Friday condem- 
ned what he called "Syria's persis- 
tent warfare against the rights of 
the Jewish people to equality with 
other nations and to independence 
in the Jewish homeland.” 

Mr. Tekoah, in a letter to U.N. 
Secretary-General U Thant, was ze- 
plying to a letter by Syrian Am- 
bassador George Tomeh last week. 
‘The Syrian letter charged that re- 
ports from the U.N. observers in 
the Middle East had referred to 
“acts of aggression committed by 
Israeli forces." It also said 39 re- 
solutions adopted ty U.N, bodies 
had condemned or deplored “Israeli 
lawlessness" in the past four years. 

Mr, Tekoah's reply said the Syrian 
letter was a vilification of the Jew- 


ish people’s Uberation movement. He 
charged that Syria had barred all 
thought of peace with Israel, refused 
to take part in peace efforts by U7.N. 
envoy Gunnar Jarring, continued to 
wage terror warfare against Israel 
and cruely oppressed the Jewish. 
community in Syria. 

The Israeli Ambassador, referring 
to the (U.N. resolutions cited in the 
Syrian letter, said: “In an organiza- 
lon in which Israel with its single 
vote has to defend itself against tne 
anus hostility of the Arab- 

viet bloc commanding approxima- 
tely 45 votes, Israel’s case is re- 
peatedly denied judgment on its 
merits.” Mr. Tekoah requested that 
his letter, iike Syria’s, should be 
‘circulated as an official document 
of the U.N. General Assembly and 
Security Council.

TORIES’ FIRST YEA 


A year in office has trans- 
formed the public image of Bri- 
tain's Prime Minister Edward 
Heath from that of 2 born 
loser, stiff and uncongenial, to 
one of a determined leader who 
has shown political nerve and 
immunity to criticism.

LONDON (Reuter). Britain's 
Conservative government endg its 
first year in office hopeful that 
long-term policies will offset pre- 
sent unpopularity. Twelve month 
ago, on June 19, 1970, a trrum- 
phant Edward Heath was sworn 
in as Prime Minister atter a sur- 
prise election victory. 

Now opinion polls — seusatioaal- 
ly wrong a year ago — again loak 
bleak for the Conservatives. A re- 
cent survey forecast the oppositicn 
Labour party would return to power 
with a 200-seat parliamentary ma- 
jority if a national vote wern held 
now. 

Mr, Heath celebrates his first- 
year anniversary confident he can 
ride out all political and economic 
storms, close associates say. 

He feels that one of his greatest 
goals — British membership of the 
European Economic Community — 
is virtually within his grasp after 
Paris summit talks with French 
President Georges Pompidou last 
month that apparently herald a 
closer Anglo-French political un- 
derstanding. 

Advisers say Mr. Heath fully ap- 
preciates the historic turning point 
represented by a final commit- 
ment to Europe and the deep un- 
easiness it causes many British 
people. 

‘He knows, they say, that a hil- 
ter political battle Iles ahead ff, as 
he expects, negotiations in Luxem- 
bourg this month result in terms 
of entry thai can be presented to 
the British Parliament by the au- 
tuma. 

Some critics see Mr. Heath's de- 
termination to link fortunes with 
the European Common Market as a 
fateful choice that will split Par- 
liament and people. The Prime 
Minister, for his part, has never 
wavered in his faith that history's 
verdict will be on his side. 

Heath’s image 

A year in office has transformed 
Mr. Heath's personal image. As 
opposition leader, he was some- 
times derided as a born loser, His 
party followers occasionally found 
him stiff and uncongenial. Many 
Independent observers felt he lack- 
ed the political polish of Labour 
party leader Mr. Haroki Wilson, 
then Prime Minister. 

The picture is different now. In 
office, Mr. Heath has established 2 
personal dominance and ease of 
command, The formerly ebulllent 
Mr, Wilson by contrast seems a 

-~more subdued 

His harshest critics accept that 
he has shown determination, poli- 
tical nerve and immunity to critic- 
ism. Some add that his firmness 
can verge on stubbornness, tinged 
with self-righteousness. _ 

He hasembarked on ati ambitious 
programme to reform labour rels- 
tions, risking the wrath ot Bri- 
tain's powerful  9,008,000-strong 
trade union movement. He has as- 
serted a strong sense of Britain's 
national interest. This has been 
most apparent in his insistence on 
its right to sell arms to South 
Africa under certain conditions. 

Some observers feel Mr. Heath's

disregard of strong opposition to 
the arms sales 885 isolatéd Britaia 
within the 3l-country Common- 
wealth and seriously reduced the 
effectiveness of this multi-national 
Srouping es a world force. 

‘Lately criticism has concentrat- 
ed on rising prices and high unem- 
ployment, now approaching 800,000. 
Inflation in Britam has touched an 
annual rate of 10 per cent, one 
of the world's highest levels. 

Many political observers feel that, 
the Common Market issue apart, the 
future of Mr. Heath's government 
will depend on the progress of the 
economy. 

Economic climate 

Mr. Heath stresses that the gov- 
ernment is pinning its hopes on 
gradually changing the economic 
climate by reforming industrial re- 
lations, lowering taxes and adopt- 
ing a tougher approach to industry. 

A basic theme of the Prime Min- 
ister’s philosophy has been disen- 
gagement. Mr. Heath defines this 
88 a withdrawal of government, an 
effort to delegate and decentralise 
authority, a determination to let in- 
dustry stand on its own feet rather 
ene be plied with government hand- 
outs. 

Those close to bim say he is de- 
termined to reverse the political 
processes of the post-war years, In 
Mr. Heath's view, the trend of the 
past quarter-century has been for 
andue government intervention in al- 
Most all aspects of national ilfe. 

In reply, critics accuse him of 
leaving economic and industrial ac- 
tivity to the free play of market 
forces, allowing the weakest to go 
to the wall. 

The reverses suffered by big com- 
panies like Rolls-Royce, a kind of 
industrial virility symbol for Bri- 
tain, and difficulties now being ex- 
perienced in the shipbuilding ἰπ- 
dustry have produced criticism aad 
questioning. 

‘Mr. Heath’s aides explain these 
setbacks as part of a necessary 
shaking-down process which will 
strengthen industry in the long run. 

In power, Mr. Heath has shown 
himself brisk an businesstike, some~ 
times to the point of brusqueness. 
His authority in the Cabinet is un- 
challenged. But most observers feel 
he has fallen short of achieving 
broad popularity, despite his wide 
smile, love of music, sailing and 
architecture — and despite an ap- 
parent attempt to get with it by 
letting his hair grow fashionably 
long at the sides.

“Thig is why — whether they 
know it or not — most Americans, 
from Consul Wander Cresson in 
Jerusatzm, in 1856, to Senator 
Henry Jackson of ‘Washington 
teday, heve been naturaly sympa- 
thetic to the restoration of Iurael 
— a genuine American is a Jew,” 
said Mr. Soltes. 

“This is why every American ad- 
mainistration from Woodrow 
Wilson to Richard Nixon — has r2- 
‘affirmed our country’s support of 
“a Jewish National Home” — the 
true American is a Jew! 

“This is why no fewer than $1 
of the 100 members of the U.S. 
Senate last year demanded that 
Washington ship to Israel all of the 
Phantom jets that they had re- 
quested. This is why in an article 
in the ‘New York Times’ Mr. 
David G. Nes, former American 
charge d'affaires in Cairo before 
and durimg ‘the June war of 67, 
wrote in amazement: ‘the asso- 
elation of the U.S. and Israel, is 
unique, in our history... In es- 
sence, Israel,’ he said, ‘has become 
our Sist state!”” 

Why should it seem incongruous 
for anyone to so describe Egy>t 
or Jordan or Saudi Arabia? Mr. Sol- 
tes asked. They have been given 
three billion, fifty-eight million dol- 
lars in American aid and loans since 
1946, and they are the source of the 
oil that fires the lamps of Nato! 

The reason is that “Hebrew tradi- 
tion differentiates ‘between lov2 
that hinges on an object, like the 
friendship of the market place — 
created by economic objectives; 
the spontaneous friendship of a 
customer and a shopkeeper, whose 
affection lasts as long.as the neces- 
sary moments for the purchase; 
and friendship that is born of a 
patural communion of souls, a com- 
munity of spirit — the brotherhood 
of a David and a Jonathan — 
that transcends momentary poli- 
tieal or personal differences, for it 
ts rooted in the very sources of our 
being.” 

In this world of cynicism and 
short range self-interest, In which 
few individuals and still f na- 
tions seem to operate by principles 
other than greed and fear, in which 
political alliances come and go with 
the inconstant winds of trade, “a 
genuine friendship, like that of Is- 
Tael and America, is a rare jewel 
to be constantly polished and held 
aloft for all the world to see and 
understand.”

seminar on the economics of even- 
tual industrial development in the 
administered areas was held by the 
Leon Recanat! School of Business 
Administration at the Tel Aviv Uni- 
versity, The project — on which 
several groups of advanced stu- 
deats, tutored by their professors, 
worked for 2 year -— wag con- 
cerned with several aspects of ret- 
ting up new Industrial towns, Σὶν 
nanced and promoted by Israel but 
mainly employing Arab labour. 
Problems of finance, location, la- 
bour relations, choosing the proper 
industries, providing the right jn~ 
centives for investors, and — last 
but not the least — setting the 
bali rolling and organising the pro- 
gramme, were discussed, and mo- 
dels suggested for solving then 
acconiing to modern economic 
precepts, 

The outlay in developing the three 
towns was estimated at over 
1L500m,, bringing in its wake pro- 
ductive employment for about 
$1,000 people. Though the study 
was carried out for academic pur- 
poses, it- may prove of some help 
also in evolving practical policies, 
Dr. Zeev Hirsh, the school’s dean, 
sald at a colloquium held at the 
conclusion of the seminar, 

Unfortunstely the practical va- 
lue of this painstaking work is 115 
mited owlng to the unrealistic as- 
sumptions on which it was based. 
Tho students were asked to assume 
that the industries would be de- 
veloped not in existing cities or 
villages, ‘but in new towns, created 
by the Israel planners; that these 
towns would be located just east 
of the old Greer Line go as to lle 
outside pre-war Israel — but near 
te it so as to be within easy reach 
trom the Israel side. That the 
towns would include only indus- 
trial estates and ancillary services, 
relying on workers commuting dai- 
ly from ‘as far as 50 km. away; 
and that, though managed, financed, 
promoted and controlled by Israel, 
the industries thus developed would 
somehow belong to some separate 
entity, thus making their products 
eligible for special treatment m 
the Arab countries. 

The students did their best to 
solve these equations, but the re- 
sulting anewers went far off ficld. 
Both ἃ9 rerards location and types 
of industrinl development the an- 
owerg offered differed from thu 
tronds actually visible In tha ad- 
ministered areas.

Connell decided to 


Costing problem of cheap posting |

Wor 18 agora you can post a 

letter to be delivered to any 
address in the country. Printed 
matter costs even less, 15 agora 
only. 

The postal services collect letters 
you drop in the mailbox at least 
twice a day and take it by van to 
8 sorting office. They are there 
joined by huge amounts of mail, 
sorted out, apeeded by train and 
road to the village or town of de3- 
tlnation, re-sorted and finally de- 
‘Hvered by the postman, who carries 
the mall in a heavy bag aver his 
shoulder, to the door of the ad- 
dressee. 

This iy easily tha most complex 
and also the cheapest service that 
18 agora can buy. For not more 
than two minutes’ carnings from the 
average worker, hig letter is de- 
livered, o8 ἃ rule, with commend: 
able epeed, to any address in the 
whole country, Only when tho Item 
ls too heavy to carry, docs the 
postman drop oa cord in the letter 
box, indicating to the addressee 
that he can collect the mall himself 
at the post office.

_ Social gap widened 


by ‘non-material 
inequalities’ — Katz 


Jerusalem Poat Reporter 
HAIFA. — “Those of us who break 
through the fences and improve our 
material conditions leave others fur- 
ther. behind and widen the social 
gap,” the director of the National 
insurance Institute, Dr. Israel Katz, 
said on Friday. “The gaps are not 
only economic;” he added; “they 
extend to representation in the bo- 
dies that wield authority, to social 
prestige, education, and the know- 
ledge of how to take advantage of 
social rights and services.” 

Speaking 38 the guest of the 
Haifa Labour Council, Dr. Katz stir- 
red the audience of blue and white- 
collar workers with his searching 
survey of what he called “the non- 
material inequalities in our society, 
those that cannot be expressed in 
terms of money or. things you can 
buy for money.” 

Hiven in the distribution of mone- 
tary income the inequalities are 


‘greater than 15 apparent, he said. 


“We're. ignoxing supplementary 
forms of income, ike’ insurance pre- 
miums, trips abroad (with the pos- 
sibility of tax-free shopping), tele- 
Phone and car allowances, training 
courses paid by the employer, loans 
on favourable conditions... all the 
things that raise the standard of 
living and are granted here as in 
other countries,” Dr. Katz said. 
There are “dramatic islands of 


- sub-standard income,” he charged, 


Many old people subsist’ on no more 
that thelr National Insurance pay- 
ments, or om small pensions. ‘Hv- 
ery third aged person isin distress, 


The condition of those inactive in 
economic life’ is grave... they do not 
benefit from the ‘wage creep’ or 
from promotion,” he said. - 

Other categories of underprivi- 
leged are large families and those 
with only one pcrent. While the 
latter account for only three per 
cent of the population, their share 
among the poor is 27 per cent. 


The “non-material inequalities” 
were obvious in the guality of educa- 
tion and health,.Dr. Katz said. Ku- 
pat Holim services, too, sre unequal 
— although this is not deliberate, 
he conceded. And, in schvol, child- 
ren of educated parents can profit 
more from the educational services 
of the state. The educated benefit 
more from state services altogether, 
he said. 

“There is @ Umit to. what the wel- 
fare state can achieve to ensure 
equality in the distribution of ser- 
vices... Voluntary action can make 
a difference... How many: old peo- 
ple, for instance, would keep their 
eyesight if they were brought to 8 
clinic in time to prevent or delay 
blindness? Teams of volunteers 
could visit house-to-house and bring 
out those who do not come to the 
clinics because they are infirm or 
afraid, Students’ have offered ta 
teach children of underprivileged 
families, but there is no budget to 
pay for their transportation even. 
There is also a large pool of re- 
tired persons to volunteer 
for social action, but the state does 
not make use of them.” 


Taxi drivers are 
entitled to 


severance pay 


The Jerusalem District Labour 
Court on Friday ruled that a taxi 
‘driver who is employed on a share- 
of-the-profits basis is ‘entitled to 
geverance pay should he be dis- 
missed. 


Ruling on an appeal by ἃ Jeru- 
salem text driver, Hanukka Cohen, 
the Court decided that, despite the 
fact that Cohen received a share 
of the owner's daily take, he was 
considered an employee: he was 
subject to the owners’ will, and 
‘was not a full partner im the buai- 
ness. 


Cohen had appealed to the Court 
after the Nesher Tours and Taxi 
Company of Jerusalem fired him in 
1969 and refused to compensate 
him. Cohen, who used to receive 80 
per cent of his daily take, was 
fired after he eliegedly threatened 
to beat up several passengers who 
annoyed him 

The Court ruled that the reasons 
for Cohen’s dismissal ‘were such 
that he was not entitled to full se- 
iverance pay — but onty to 90 per 
cent of it.

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Staffers quit Histadrut to protest work orders 


DOCTORS, HOSPITAL STAFF 
RETURN TO NORMAL WORK

TEL AVIV. — The situation in all 20 Government hospitals will begin to re- 
turn to normal ‘this morning. The 1,000 Government doctors, who went on strike 
on Thursday, will again man the out patient departments; and the 5,500 admin- 
istrative and service workers, who received back-to-work orders on Friday, after 
four days on strike, will honour them — grudgingly. 


The administrative and service 
workers employed in Government 
hospitals have withdrawn from the 
Civil Service Union, Mr. Roni Sha- 
‘em, Chairman of the Workers Com- 
mittee yesterday told The Post. 
Since the Civil Service Union is 
part of the Histadrut, in effect this 
means that the workers have quit 
the Histadrut. 

The decision to withdraw was 
taken on Friday, shortly after the 
workers received the return-to-work 
orders tssued by Health Minister 
Victor Shemtov. 

Today, Mr. Shalem said, the 
Workers Committee will send cab- 
les to Mr. Shemtov and to Histad- 
tut Secretary-General Mr. Yitzhak 
Ben-Aharon “thanking them for 
their social justice” in issuing the 
order. Mr. Shalem asked yesterday 
why such orders are not being Is- 
sued against Electric Corporation 
employees, to Ashdod Port workers, 
or why they were not issued to the 
X-ray technicians who recently 
wound up an 18-month long slow- 
down strike. 

Dr. Gideon Manelis, Chairman of 
the Government Doctors Assocla- 
tion, told The Jerusalem Post yes- 
terday that the decision to return 
to work was taken yesterday “ln 
consideration of the fact that no 
back-to-work orders were Issued, 
and because Labour Minister Yosef 
Almogi on Friday promised the 
doctors that within one month or 
less all outstanding issues between 
them and the Government would be 
thrashed out. The main demand is 
that the Government doctors get the 
same fringe benefits as their coun- 
terparts in Kupat Holim, , 


SAME CONDITIONS 


Dr. Manelis stressed that it was 
unfair that the Government, which 
provides up to 50 per cent of Ku- 
pat Holim's budget in one form or 
another, should not give ita own 
doctors the same conditions. 

He also noted that the adminis- 
trative work orders could not be 
implemented against the . doctors, 
since they had not left their jobs 
but had only refused to do work

Ministry of Development, the Min- 
isterlal Committee on Wages amd 
the full Cabinet have refused to 
sanction, but which the Histadrut 
Executive strongly fbacks.
